OUR DUTY TO PORTO RICO. 


Associated Press correspondence from 
|. Capada and the Vice President of Mexico, 


) Ponce, under date of Oct. 25, reports that 
rapid progress is being made in Americanisz- 
ing Porto Rico. Sehools have been opened, 
the native Porto Ricans are doing effective 
and faithful military service, public im- 
provements have been inaugurated, aad. 
during the two months since the fearfal 
hurricane the crops have recovered and now 
promise a bountiful harvest. And yet the 
correspondence says: “ The fact must not 


| be overlooked that the Porto Ricans are 


losing the kindly feeling they have had 
for Americans, and it is asserted, unless 
Congress acts and acts promptly, it will 
take years to overcome the evil accom- 
plished by a few:-months’ delay.” 
This statement confirms the strong ap- 
peal for Congressional action made by 
Special Commissioner H. K. Carroll in 
the November Forum, which has already 
been commented fipon in Tua TRIBUNE, 
in which he said: “No federal interests 
will be put in jeopardy by the immedi- 
ate extension of territorial government to 
Porto Rico,. whose present industrial 
commercial position is critical and canh- 
not be too quickly adjusted to permanent 
conditions.” And again: “The people of 
our new possession may be pardoned for 
being not only curious but terribly anxious 
to know what their fate is to be. Inter 
regnums can scarcely be otherwise than 
extremely trying; and it is bad policy to 
prolong them beyond the point of necea- 
sity. That point in the case before us has 
not yet been reached, but it will bé if

These warnings are emphasized by an 
| article in Munsey’s Magazine for Novem- 
ber upon “ Our Duty in Porto Rico,” writ- 
ten by the late Brigadier General Guy V.

General Henry pays handsome tribute 
to the intelligence, morality, honesty, and 
faithfulness of the islanders, and their 
conviction of the undeniable fact “ that 
honesty, justice, and morality, as the foun- 
dation stones of a successful government, 
are better than the system to which they 
had@been subjected.” He sets forth in 
his artiele the various changes made an¢ 
reforms instituted by him and the quici 
and cheerful manner in which the people 
seconded his efforts, and makes suggestions 
which should be of great advantage to 
Congress in framing some system of civil 
government for Porto Rico. His closing 
words should be keptin mind: 


The American people assumed a grave responsi- 
bility when they raised the Stars and Stripes over 
Porto Rico. That its unfolding will mean peace

ALCOHOLISM IN SWITZERLAND. 

For fourteen years the importation 
alcohol and the distillation of potatoes, 
cereals, and foreign fruit has been a fed- 
eral monopoly in Switzerland. Yet in 
spite of this, alcoholism has increased and 
is ag grave a danger as in France. The 
government, howeyer, merely acts as 
wholesaler in order to secure pure liquor 
and incidentally to get revenue, while the 
distribution of the product through dram- 
shops is in the hands of private persons. 
One-tenth of the income from the profits 
of the monopoly, familiarly known as das 
Alcoholozehntel, is legally required to go 
to the combating of intemperance. The 
purposes to which it has been applied show 
a wide latitude in interpretation, including 
jthe establishment and maintenance of 
houses for inebriates, reformatories, 
asylums for imbeciles, the blind, and the 
deaf and dumb, orphanages, and hospitals, 
contributions to technical schools, public 
libraries, people's coffé¢e-houses, soup 
kitchens, total abstinence, and good templar 
societies, and in miscellaneous poor relief. 
The tenth amounts to about $100,000 a 
year for a population of 3,000,000. 

Cantons have gone further in attempt- 
ing to restrict the sale of spirits. The 
license rate for a seller of wines and malt 
liquors is much less than for the sale of 
distilled liquors. La Science Social tells 
of an extraordinary means employed in a 
town of Berne. An innkeeper not only 
pays less license there, but he is given a 
subyention of fifty francs if during a year he 
has sold no distilled liquor. Private initiative 
has established many temperance societies, 
many employers refuse to hire men who 
touch alcohol, and in Swiss newspapers it is 
common to find advertisements of lodgings 
to rent, which offer 10 per cent discount 
to tenants who are abstainers. It seems 
strange that these measures should be un- 


able to check the growth of alcoholism, but 


they are unsuccessful, and statesmen are 
at their wits’ ends to devise some method 
that will be effective.

It was also decided to ask 
the commission men to send their quotations 
to dealers in sealed envelopes, instead of 
on postal cards.
